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(54) Suitcase cover 

(57) An exterior, removable, washable, protective cover 1, for a suitcase (travelcase, travelbag) is made of a durable 
natural or manmade fibre, having apertures to allow freedom to any mobility fixtures of the item to be protected, such as 
wheels or pull handles. The cover 1 , shall be close fitting, sealing the item to be protected inside by means of a drawstring 
5, toggle 4 and clasps 6 or a zip, velcro, buttons, buckle and strap or a combination of these can be used as the closure 
device. 
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
